These column's' were' con- 
ducted, the first by Lieutenant Grant, and the 
second by Ensign Oiipbant, of the enirineers 3 and 
Captain Smithwaite commanded the pioneers; who 
carried tbe ladders. 

Tbeleft attaclv moved on witbout raucb opposition 
til! they arrived at the first gate, which' was however 
blown open by a galloper j;un o( His Majesty's 22d 
Jigbt dragoons, under the command of Lieutenant 
Grei;ory, to whom piuch praise is due for having 
carried it through a heavy fire, and up a road ap- 
piirently impassable for any wheel carriage. 

Tiie right attack found the wall' they were to 
escalade very high, which rendered the operation 
sbw and tedious ; I therefore directed Captain 
Jones, His Majesty's G9tb regiment, with the 
detachment as per margin*, to follow up the left 
attack, and the whole of the three parties forpied ^ 
jonction at ' the second gateway, from which tliey 
pushed the enemy, who disputed every inch of 
ground, to the very summit of the hill^ wtiere ,^licy

Such a service could not be performed without 
«ome loss, and when I reflect upon the strength 
ot the enemy's works^ and the power they h^ct of 
throwing down stones^ I am astonished tliat i,t was 
so trifling, being only six killed and * fifty-One 
WQunded, and which can only be accountjpd tor by 
the very spirited manrfer in which the Officers and 
men did their duty j but I have to lament the loss 
of a very promising young Officer,' En^*gn jElliot, of 
the rifle corps, who fell when exciting himself l^ 
the utmost near the second gateway. 

I have also to lament the loss of the services of 
Captain Dun, my Assistant-Quarter-Master-Gcne-

my oriiers to one of the attacks, and lUe latter xvha 
happened accidently to be on the f$|>ot, having been 
permitted to advance with it. Both these Officers^ 
as well as Lieutenant Silver, of His Majesty 53d 
regiment, were wounded, when shewing an example 
of the most determined bravery to tlic troops. 

A squadron of flis Majesty*s 22d dragoons, 
under the command of Captain Mills, was so placed 
fls to cut off the eneniy*8 retreat in the event of 
their attempting one, but the attacks were too 
spirited to give them time to think of it before they 
were driven up the hill. 

Where every Officer and soldier employed did 
his duty to the utmost, it is difficult to point out 
those who most distinguished themselves, but 
I feel much indebted to IJeutenant Grant o( the 
engineers, for the very judicious situation in which 
be placed the batteries, planned the attacks, and 
conducted one of them, and he was ably assisted by 
Ensign Oliphant. 

To Major Cleaveland, of the artillery, much 
prai&e is due for the judgment which he shewed in 
so well directing the tire from the batteries, «nd 
the Officers and men of that corps, as well as the 
artillery troop of His Majesty's 22(1 <li agoons, are 
entitled to every credit, for the admirable manner 
in which the guns were served^ loth before and 
during the attack, and the excellent ^imctice which 

was made. 

Nothing could exceed the zeal shewn to the 
service by Licutenant-€oloud Frascr, Captains 
Tew, Cuppaidge, and Jones, commanding the 
different parties, ami eve y thing that could be 
done by men were accomplished by the troops 
under their command.

SIR, 

I HAVPi the satisfaction to report tliat the town 
of l{a$ulkheima, after a resisUnce of six <l»y«, was 
taken possession of tliii morniiii; by the force under 
wy command. Previous to making you acquainted 
with the circumstances which le<l to this fortunate 
result, 1 shall do myself the hcmour briefly t<i detail 
tlie events which occurred between the |>eno<l of 
my last communication and tlie commencement of 
the operations bd'^re Rasuikheima. 

On the l8ih ultimo, after completing my ar« 
raajjements at Mascat, the Li-verpool sailed for the 
rendezvous at Rishmce. On the 2Jst w« fell jo 
with the fleet off the Persian coast, and anchored 
•ff the Island of Larrack, on the 24th November. 

As it appeare<l probable that a considerabJa 
period would elapse before the junction of the 
ships which were detained at HonVbay, I conceived 
it woidd prove highly advantagecuw to avaU myself 
of that interval, in acqutrin|{ as accurate a know* 
ledge of the strength and defences of Rasuikheima 
as personal observation could supply, and 1 gladly 
embraced the proposal of Captain Collier, that the 
Liverpool siioidd procee<l thither for that purpose. 
The senior en|jineer was acconiiogly taken oi% 
boanl, and having saile<l from Larrack on the 
morning of the 25ih we anchored ^ Rasuikheima 
the same evening. 

From this date till the 27th the place was closely 
and repeatedly reconnoitered, and JtJie weather 
continuing favourable for our operations, I de- 
termined to order down the troops and commence

the attack witbout wmrint:: for the rear transports, 
as the senson of the nt»ith west winds -was rapidly 
approacbini^. nnd Captnin ColliiT sippeared appre- 
hensive tliiii H t'uitlKM- delay n^H^bt prove diU'i mental 
to the en^erprize A vtsse' ira- therefore dis- 
patched witli instructions to Captain VVaipok, wha 
was left in churtre of tlu* fleet, and on the 2d in- 
stant th • transports arnvt^d under convoy of the 
Curlew. No titne was lost in making the necessary 
prepanitions f(n- landing, whicli was effected tjae 
following morning without opposition, at a spot 
which had been previously selected for that purpose 
about two miles to the southward ot the town. 
'Xlietrjops were formed across the Isthmus con- 
necting the Peninsula on wbich the town is situ- 
ated with the neighbouring country, and the wiiole 
of the day was -occupied in getting tents on shore 
to sbelter the men from tlie rain, landing en^incci's 
tools, sand bags, &c. and making arrangements 
preparatory to commencing our approaches tlie 

next day 

On the morning .of the 4th the light troops were 
ordered in advance, supported by the pickets, to 
dislodge th.e enemy fyom a bank wi bin 960 yards 
of the outer fort, which was expected to afford 
gooil cover for the meiv, and to serve as a dtf|i5t for 
stores previous to the erection of the hatteri,es. 
The whole of the light companies of the force umler 
the command of Captain -Backhouse, of His Ma- 
iesty*s 47th regiment accordingly mcWed for\trarcl 
and drove the^^rabs vvith great gallantry from |i 
date grove, and over the bank above described, 
close under the walls of the fort, followed by the 
pickets under Majcn* M(desworth, who tciok po^t 
at the sand-bank whilst the Ktnopean light tropp 
were skirmishing in trout The enemy kfpt up a 
sharp fire of niusketrv ami cannim during these 
movements, and I regret to add, that Major Moles- 
-^vorth, a gallant and zealous Officer, was killed by 

a can- 
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Itcnapt Stepney 'of the 65rh was wouniied on iUis 
^occasion. The troops however maintaiaed fth^ir 
position during the day^ and in the night effected a 
lodgmeat within 300 fwdi of the soutUentwest 
:tower, and erected a Wctery lor four .guns^ to- 
4;;et1ief with a. mortar foattsry on .the rignt, ajid a 
trench of communication fur the jxrotecuon of ibe 
covering party. 

The \veat!her having ;Vecome ratker unfaxiwicaUe 
for the disembarkati^nn of the stores required for 
the siege, it was with considerable difficulty that 
this primary object was .eftccied 3 but eji^ery ob- 
stiicle was surmounted by tii^ zeal and ind^faUgaUe 
lEtxertions of the navy, .and on lUe morning of the 
^^tli we were enabled to ppea Uiree eigiiteen- 
|)ounders on the fort^ a pounle of howitzers and 
$ix-pounders were also' placed In the bauery <xa the 
fight* which played on the deknces ai the towers^ 
anil .nearly silenced tte enemy \8 fire. Tlve Liyer- 
jk)qI, during ttesc operations, AV^rpod in as close 
liM the sbo.re as h.er (iraught of watir .would aIlow» 
.»nd opened ber guns on the town^ which mu^t iia*'e 
ff^$iifd $ oosiderable alann in .ttie gairi&om, hut ftbe 
was janfortunatelf nt tx>o ff^tu a jdi^tance to pro« 
4uce auy dedded effect. 

The eneiiiiy, who during the whole Jot our pro- 
gress exhibited a i:oasJders^Je df;gree of r^solutioii 
hi withHandin^ our iogeauity and io .cou#)|:eraiCtijug 
miv attacks, sallied i'o.rth at «ight jo'clock this 
t.ve.oiug (tWog the whole .fi'<o.ut of jour ji»tren.cb- 
uients, crept close up to the mortur battery ^iUi^ut 
heiuji; p.erce>v$d« and euten-d it ovjex ihc paunf et, 
after spearing the advanced sentHes. Jbe pwvty 
which occupied it was obligeil to jetir^^ but -being 
jupmediately reinforced, charged the^saiJai»ts^ who 
were cjriven out of the battery with ^oosLderaJl^le 
Jqss. The attack ou .the l«tft Avas r^Uic^ iiwtan-

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■ party under Major Warren, who distinguished him- 
self much on this occasion by his coolness and 
gallantry. The enemy repeated his attacks towards 
morning, but was vigorously repulsed. 

During the 7th every exertion was made to land 
and bring up the remaining guns and mortars, 
which was accomplished during the night, after 
incessant labour by the sailors, assisted by working 
parties from the troops and those of His Kighness 
the Imaun, who cheerfully volunteered their ser- 
vices. These were immediately placed in bat- 
tery, together with two twenty-four pounders 
' which were landed from the Liverpool -, and in the 
' morning the whole of our ordnance opened on the 

■ fort, and fired, with scarcely any intennission, till 
sunset, when the breach, in the curtain was re- 

' ported nearly practicable and the towers almost 

■ untenable. Immediate arrangements were made 
for the assault, and the troops ordered to move 
down to the trenches at day break the next mom- 

' ing. The bombardment continued during the night, 
and the batteries having recommenced their fire 
before day light, the breaches were completed by 
eight o'clock. The accompanying orders will ex- 
plain to His Excellency the dispositions of attack* 
as well as the measures taken to guard against a 
possibility of failure, in the event of the enemy de- 
fending himself as desperately as might have been 
expected from his previous defence. Thesp pre- 

' cautions were however unnecessary 5 the party 
moved forward about eight o'clock tfnd entered the 
fort through the breaches, without firing a shot, 
and it soon appeared that the enemy had evacuated 
the place. 

The town was taken possession of and found 
ahnost entirely deserted, only eighteen or twenty 
men and a few women remaining in their houses. 

Upon the whole it appears evident, considering 
the spirited behaviour of the enemy at the com- 

mence- 
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mencement of tbe siege, that their sudden resolu- 
tioa to evacuate tlie place was occasioDed by the . 
overwhelming fire of the artillery^ of which they ^ 
could have formed no previous idea, and which the 
ample raeans placed at my disposal enabled me to 
bring against the town. ^ 

Our los8> I am happy to say, has been much les» 
than could have been expected from the length of 
tlte siege, and the obstinacy with which the enemy ' 
disputed our approaches. I have had no roeatis ot 
ascertaining theirs, but it must have been severe. 

I beg you will assure His Excellency that I feel 
entirely satisfied with the conduct of the troops ; i 
their gallautry has been exceeded only by their 
patience and cheerfulness under every species of 
privation and fatigue^ and the peculiarity of this 
service has called forth a full display of these qua- 
lities, which are as creditable to tbe soldier as the 
most intrepid acts of bravery. By the Orders*, 
which I do myself tbe honour to inclose. His Ex- 
cellency will be enabled to estimate the services 
performed by Captain Collier and the naval part of 
the expedition, and I can only add that the acknow- 
ledgements therein expressed are. scarcely adequate 
to the assistance I huve received from them.

Grant Keir, K. M, T. to the Adjutant' General^ 
dated Camp^ RttsulkheimcL, January 'A, 1820. 

SIR, 

I HAVE tVie liononr to report, for the informa- 
tion of His Excellency the Co?unaaniljir in Chief, 
that aTew days aftei* I lind last the honour of 
addressin^g you, it was reported to nie that the town 
of Rumps (one of tlie piratical ports described in 
my instructions, about eij^ht miles northward of 
Rasulkheinia), had been abandoned by its inhabi- 
tants, who were supposed to have taken refuge in 
the hill-fort of Zyaii, which is situated at the head 
of a navigable ci'eek near two miles from the sea 
•coast. This place was the residence of Hussein Bin 
Aly, a Sheikh of considerable importance amon^ 
the Joasmee tribes, and a person who, from his 
talents and lawless habits, as well as from the strength 
and advantageous situation of his fort, was likely 
to atteinpt the revival of the piratical system at the 
"first favourable opportunity. It became a desirable 
object, therefore, to extinguish at once the only 
remaining .hopes of the ill-disposed part of the 
neighbouring population, by reducing the power of 
this Chieftain, whose influence was hourly increas- 
ing, and a detachment was accordingly formed for 
this purpose, under the command of Major War- 
ren, of His Majesty's 65tli regiment. 

This detachment was composed of thirty artil- 
lery-men. His Majesty's 65th regiment, and the 
Bank companies of the Jst battalion 2d regiment, 
with two brass twelve-pounders, two mortars, and 
four field-pieces, u*hich were considered fully ade- 
' quate to the performnnce of the service. Bis Ma- 
' ifisty's ships Liverpool and Curlew moved down the 
Rumps to -expedite the landing of the stores, arid 
' ' render 
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Tender any further assistsincc that miirht be re« 
qtitred ; and this arranp^einent enabled me tn 
proceed thither to superintend tlie progress of the 
^operations. It was soon 4isco%(»red thut the forti- 
fications were more formidable than had been repre- 
sented, and I found it necessary to order a rein- 
iorcenient of four "ilank ct^mpanies to complete 
the close investment of tJve place. $on;re Iveavy 
guns were also fonud iiidispcnsable ; and to save 
the time and labour which it would rcq^nirc to 
bring them from capip^ Captain Colliery vvitb his 
u$ual readiness to promote the public service, 
oicred two of the Liverpool's tv^Tenty-foyr- p<HiP- 
ders, %vlvich were immediately J^nded and placed in 
\)att.ery against the fort. 

1 beg leave to refer to t^e inclosed .copy of 
JVIajor Warren's report for .a detailed account 
of his proceedings^ V^hicii %y.ere comiucted in a 
tULanncr highly creditable to his professional tal^ents, 
gjid wit.h a 7-eal and spirit which I have seldp.^i seen

feairity n<!;ainst any sudden attack. It has been 
found necessary to reduce the extent of the works, 
in proportion to the small number of «en wbo ar^ 
to be left for their defence, and tbis atforded full 
employment to tbc engin«<frs i^nd coDst«int working 
parties from the troops. The outer fort, although 
rendered perfectly untenable by our batteries ckiring 
the siege^ still presented, from its vicinity to the 
town, most advamtag«ous cover to an Attacking 
<ncniy^ I bavc therefore directe<l tl>e towers to be 
destroyed, and the curtains levelled, which Hm 
been partly executed, and will be completed in the 
course of two or three days, by which period i 
trust that the works now constructing will be 
sufficiently advanced to enabUs me to proceed (or 
i\\t performance of the remaining part of my in* 
struct ions. 

U'lu'n I had last the bonotir of adilressing you, 
my ii) formation did not enable me to report vmh 
auy certainty on the loss sustained by tbe enemy, 
btit 1 have since ascertained, from various somxes, 
that it amounted to little less than lOlM, and tb« 
tSheikh himself has acknowledged th-at 400 fighlMig 
men of his own tribe were either killed or wounded, 
which would appear to establish a much higher 
proportion, but the most authentic Recounts agcce 
in fixing it nearly at the number 1 have stated, i 
am happy to say that the people are returoing 
daily to Cheir babitatior» in tl>e Dat« Oroyet„ Jinda 
coinn<unication opening which must prove highly 
advantageous to tlie garrison.

Copy of a Report from Mqjor Warren to Majors- 
General Sir William 'Grant Keir, dated Camp, 
Zyah, Gulf of Persia, December 23, 1819. 

SIR, 

AGREEABLY to your desire, I have thelio* 
nour to detail the operations of the detachment 
tinder my command, which led to the surrender of 
the hill, tort, and town ot Zyah yesterday, at 
noon. 

On the 1 Sth instant, I embarked at Kasulkheima 
at day-break, in the boats of the fleet, with His 
Majesty's 65tb regiment under my command, and at 
noon formed a junction with the flank companies of 
the Ist battalion 2d regiment native infantry, under 
Captain Cocke, within four miles of our destina- 
tion. This operation however was attended with 
considerable difficulty and risk, owing to the heavy 
surf that beat on the shore, and which was tfie 
occasion of some loss in ammunition, and of a few 
boats being upset and stove in. 

At half-past three -P. M. having refreshed my 
men, we commenced our march, and fording the 
creek or back water, took ^p our position to the 
north eastward of the fort, the enemy firing at us 
as we passed, notwithstanding that our messenger, 
whom we had previously sent in to summons the 
Sheikh, was ^till in the place, and I lost no time in 
poshing our rtfie men and piquets as forward as I 
coold, without exposing them too iiuich to the firing 
of the enemy, whom I found strongly pasted under 
aecnre cover in the Date Tree Groves in front of 

the 
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tfie town 4 Captain Cocke, with the light company 
of bis battalion, was at the same time sent to the 
westward to cut off the retreat of the enemy on 
that side. 

At day^breatf next morning finding it necessary 
to drive the enemy still further in, to get a nearer 
view of his defences, I moved forward the rifle 
company of His Majesty's G5th regiment, and 
.. after a considerable oj)position from the enemy, 
who you are well aware are peculiarly adapted for 
this species of warfare, I succeeded, with a few 
casualties, in forcing him to retiie some distance, 
but not without disputing every foot of the ground, 
which was singularly calculated for resistance, 
being interscctetl at every few yards by banks and 
water bourses raised for the purposes of irrigation, 
and covered with date treeSi 

In the course of the day our messenger returned 
with an evasive answer from the Sheikh, and a 
couple of eight iuch mortars were landed' with ' 
grea* labour and fatigue, one of which commenced 
playing the a-ameeveniiig on the hill'forf; and the 
other the next luoiuing. 

On the morning of the 20th, the position occu- 
pied by the enemy being still in adVance of the 
town, I moved forward liie rifle men again> who, 
in their u^uul spirited style, quickly forced the 
enemy to yield up his cover, and wotdd soon have 
driven him to the walls of his town, had they not 
been reluctantly conipeRetl by my orders to occiipy 
the places the Arabs had qintted, until by an in- 
crease to my numbers 1 should have it in my power 
to more completely incircte the wiiole of the town. 

Means were ati'orded me to carry this purpose 
ill to effect, by the arrival in the course of the day 
of the detachment under the command of Captain 
Backhouse; His ^lajesty's 47th regiment, composed 
of t!ie flank cnnipanie?$ of thai corps, and 'of the 
1st battalion 3d iTgiiiient n itive infantry^, which

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you were pleased to send for, on yo»r knosvle^lge 
of the great lahcnir ami fatigue borne by tny small 
cletaciiment, in getting the guns and stores from 
the distant landing place, and which necessarily 
caused the greatest nuDibei* of n^y men to be almost 
coBStai>tly detachedand employed on fatiguing duties. 

The next morning the rifte men^ supported by 
the pickets, were again called into play> and soon 
establishe^j their position within three or four 
hundred yards of the town, which, with the base 
of the hill, was so completely surrounded as to 
render the escape of any of the garrison now ahiioift 
impossible. This advantage, however, was not 
gained without a severe loss j the rifle company 
and the regiment at large having been deprived, by 
the death of Ensign Mathieson, of the services of a: 
most gallant, intelligent, and zealous Officer. 

Two twenty- four pounders and the two twelves^ 
the landing of which had been retarded by the dif- 
ficulty of communication with the fleet from whicli 
we derived all our supplies, having, been now 
brought on shore, we broke ground in the evening, 
and, notwithstanding the unfavourablene^s of the 
soil from its rocky nature, had them ready to play 
the next morning at day-break -, the former to 
batter in breach the hill fort on the north east side,

Aware, however, that the families of the enemy 
were all still in the town, and humanity dictating 
that some effort should be made to save the iuDoccnt 
from the fate that awaited the guilty, an oppor- 
tunity was aft'orded for that purj>ose, by an offer to 
the garrison of security to their women and chil- 
dren, should they be sent out within the hour y 
iiut the infatuated Chief, either from an idea that 
Lis fort on the hill was not to be reached by our 
shot, or with the vain hope to gain time by pro- 
crastinationj returning no answer to our commu- 

uication> 
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nicatioft, wlkile he detainecl out messenger, tre- 
opcnetl our fire at halt* past eight in t!ic niornlnfl^^ 
and such was the precision of the practice, that by 
half past ten, perceiving that the breach would he- 
8001I practicabhf, I was- in the act of issuing the 
necessary onlers tor the assault, when a white flag 
was displayed, and the enemy, after some iittle de- 
lay in assembling from the different quarters of the 
place, UMirched out without their arras, with Hussein 
Bin Aloy at their head, to the number of three- 
hundred and ninety-efj;hr J an<l at half past one- 
P. M. the British flaj^s were hoisted on the hill fort 
and at the Sheikhas house. The women and chil- 
dren, to the nmnber of fom* hundred, were at the 
same time collected toj^ether in a place of security,, 
and, I am happy to add, xvithout a single instance- 
of either insidt or injury to their persons or feel- 
ings haviiijj occurred. The prisoners have since- 
been sent on board th« fleet, and I am now dis- 
mantling the fort and the Sheikh's house. 

The service has been short, but arduous. The 
enemy defended themselves with an obstinacy and. 
ability worthy of a better cause. 

The exertions of every person in this (fctach- 
ment passed tmder your view and that of Captain 
Collier, during your occasional visits to the scene- 
of operations j you are therefore fully able to ap* 
preciate the zeal by which Captain Walpole, of Hi* 
Majesty's brig Curfew, who commanded the sailors^ 
<;n shore, must have been actuated, and the ability 
with which that zeal must have been applied to 
have enabled him to overcome the difficulties at- 
tending the landing of the supplies and stores, par- 
ticularly the guns, which after being brought up a 
narrow, intricate, and shallow creek, a distance of 
upwards of three miles, had to be dragged through 
a muddy swamp, and afterwards over a consider- 
able space of rocky and intersected ground, before 
they could be placed in the batteries ; in this ser- 
vice 
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vTce be was mndx assisted by Lieutenant Campbell*, 
of His Majcsty*< ship Liverpool, wbose ingenuity, 
in- fiading out new expedients to overcome each* 
difficulty as it preseiitcil itself never (m\ei\ bim, and 
the precision with which be la«d the guns in tbc 
twenty- (uttr po ndcr battery, wbere be commanded 
under the superintendance of. Ca^naiu \¥alpole^ 
€0uld nor he surpassed 

To the riBe rompvtny of His Mnjesty'^ft 65tli. 
regiment, connuandcd by Licuteoant Hunt, I am 
most particularly indebted; constantly employed 
in the most perilous- iiervice, exposed not only to 
the fire of the Arabs below in- the date proves, but 
also to tbar of thx! enemy above, occupying tbe 
little towers and breast work»» with which the 
whole face of the hill was studded to the very top, 
they never ceased to evince the uimost spirit, stea* 
diness, and alacrity, and only required to be re- 
Strained to prevent their going too far. To Cap- 
tain Digby^ commanding His Majesty's 65tb regi- 
ment, and to Captain Cocke, commanding tbe de- 
tachment on the west side of the fort, F am also 
much indebted for their unwearied attention to 
their several' duties, as likewise to Captain Back- 
bouse, o£ His Majesty*8 47th regiment, command- 
ing tbe reinforcement, and to Lieutenant Morley^ 
commanding the artillery. 

Tlie judicious posit ions ^ chosen Hj Lieutenant 
Price, of the engineers, for the erection of tbe 
batteries, fuUy bespeak the merits of that Officer. 
To Major Colebrookc, the Deputy Quartermaster- 
General, and (Captain Wilson, your Military. Secre<* 
tary, whom you were kind enough to permit to ac-r 
company me throughout this service, L am under 
tlie most particular obligations for their advice and 
assistance on every occasion ^ and to Lieutenant 
Marriot, your Aide-de-Camp, I am greatly in- 
debted, not only for bis services during tbe late 
operations but before at Uasul Kbcima during tbc 

at- 
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attack on our trenches there ; without the a^s'is- 
fauccc/t' fliose Officers I should have found it nioA 
difficult to keep up my comnumications with the 
detachniciit on the west side ut' the town, aud 
along the extended cimin we were obh'^ed to take 
up round the base of the hill to prevent the csct^e 
of tbe^neiny. From the intelligence and zeal of 
Captain Thompson, the Interpreter, I have also 
derived ^reac benefit ; to Lieutenants Place and 
Warren, the former Acting •Quartermaster, and the 
latter Acting Adjutant, to the detachment, I have 
likewise had occasion 4o express my obligation for 
their attention and alacrity in the performance of 
-tbeir duties ; nor can I close this report without 
feeling that it isduerto Lieutenant Brucks,thc agent 
of transports, to bring to your notice his laborious 
exertions in the particular line of his dtities during . 
the •embarkation and subsequent landing of tbe^ 
troops on the 18th instant, on which occasion the 
Officers and men belonging to the cruizers and 
transports had all to endure a day of most severe 
labour aiKl privation ; in short few services of so 
limited a duration have afforded more opportunities 
to the troops to exhibit qualities of greater capa- 
bility of faiigue and endurance of privations than 
the present, owing to the great distance of the 
fleet from the camp, which prevented the tents front 
being landeil until <lie operations were nearly over, 
and rendered i^e receipt of the supplies ciifficult 
and. precarious, but all were borne by the Officers 
and men with exemplary cheerfulness^ in conclusion 
I beg leave to inclose a return of killed and 
wouiided, and I have the honour to be, &c.

WHEREAS by an Act, passed in the fifty- 
sixth year of the reign of His late Majesty 
Sing Ueorge the ThircU intituled " An Act to

penny weights of fine silver, and eighteen penny 
weights of alloy to the pound troy, and in weight 
after the rate of sixty-six shillings to the pound 
troy: and whereas in virtue of the powers so ^iven, 
a coinage of half crowns (in addition to the coinage 
of the other denominations ot silver monies), at the

and Ireland, af)d shall pass and be received as cur- 
rent and lawful money of Our said Kingdom, that 
is to say, such half crown pieces as of the value of 
two shillings, and sixpence in all payments and 
transactions of money.
